SPEAKER KERR’S RECORD. 
HIS CONSISTENT ADVOCAUY OF SOUTHERN SCHEMES. 
Special Diapatch te The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 10.—The election of 
Michael G. Kerr, of Indiana, as Speaker of the 
House of Representasives, is au eveut of unusual 
political significance. His election is a key to 
the sentiment of the Democratic party, North 
and South. Of the three Northern candidates 
who had any considerable following, Kerr was 
chosen. That selection has great political 
meaning. How mach it signifies can best bo 
judged by a comparison of the record of Speaker 
Kerr with the views now entertained by the 


Lower House. A .thoughtfui and industrious 
Republican has had the patience to examine 
every vote and speech of Kerr during his Con- 
gressional Career. She refult of this pains-

don EXPLANATIONS. 

Speaking of the crisis in the French Cabinet, 
the Journal des Debats this morning says: The 
Ministry was never completely homogeneous, 
although it had the appearance of concord, main- 
tained by mutual concessions. Since the open- 


ing of the electoral period, a disagreement has 
arisen between the Ministers belonging to the 


Right and Left Centre respecting political alli- 
ance, and also on the question whether electoral 
candidates should be patronized by the Govern- 
ment. 

The Journal des Debats further allndes to the 
aggressive tone adopted by some o pire journals 
towards certain members of the inet, aud 
the improper mauner in which the President is 
brought into the controversy for party purposes. 

Lonpox, Jan. 10.—From special telegrams 
from Paris to the London papers it would seem 
that the Cabinet troubles have arisen from the 
fact that M. Leon Say, Minister of Finance, isa 
candidate for the Senate from the Department 
of Seine-et-Oise, while M. Dufaure, Minister of 
Justice, is canvassing in Charente in concert 
with Col. Rochereau Denfert, lately a member 
of the Assembly from Charente Ivferieure, a 
most decided opponent to the Ministry. Yester- 
day M. Loon Say had two audiences with Mar- 
hal Mac Mahon. ‘The Monteur says he spoke 
to the President about the attacks on him by 
the newspapers, which Le Soliel inti- 
mated certain officials encouraged. ‘The 
principal offender is the Figaro, which 
yesterday affirmed that M. Buffet advised 
the Profect of Seine-et-Oise to vigorously op- 
pose the Senatorial list unon which M. Leon 
Say’s name appears. The Figaro also published 
along and bitter diatribe against M. Say, of 
which the following is an (tract: For his 
candidacy on that list he knows the Goverument 
blames him, yet be remains. He knows the 
head of the State rebukes his conduct, aod he 
remains. Disavowed, condemned, rejected by 
his colleagues, he still remains. Whatever is 
said or done, be drinks oi, every cup, and re- 
mains.“ — . 

Le Temps gives the following account of the 
crisis in the Ministry: M. Leon Say, 
Finance, in conjunction with MM. Feray and 
Boucher, who, like the Minister, are candidates 
for the Assembly from the Department of Seine 
et Oise, issued a joint manifesto to the electors. 
President Mac Mahon, who did not consi the 
manifesto suflicientiy conservative, on Saturday 
summoned M. Say, and requested him to with- 
draw his name from it. o latter asked time 
to reflect. At a second interview, the President 
said the dissension in the Cabinet was becom- 
ing patent. The name of the Minister of 
Finance figured og a list of candidates hostile 
to the Government. M. Baffet considered the 
homogeveousness of the Cabinet irreparably 
compromised, congsequentiy M. Say's withdrawal 
was necessary. M. Bay thereupon said. Tou 
ask me to resign.” The President intimated 
that he did. M. Say reminded MacMahon that 
several times previousiv he bad offered to ro- 
gigi and oniy remained at the earnest request 
of the Executive. He concinded by offering his 
resignation, which was accepted. Ministers 
Dufaure and Buffet had an °* interview 
with the President in the evening. 
M. Dufanre said hs shared M. Say’s 
views, and therefore offered his resignation. He 
peremted in spite of the dissuasions of M. Baffet, 
who offered to replace Say with a Minister of 
the same political shade. Afterwards M. Leon 
Renault, Prefect of Police, on hearing of the 
decision of Say and Dulfaure, threateved to re- 
sign. 

The withdrawal of the Duc de Cazes, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, and M. Wallon, Minister of 
Poblit Instruction, was also spoken of at the 
time. It is now stated, however, that in subse- 
quent conferenees the di Miculties in the Ministry 
had heen smoothed over, principally through the 
mediation of the Duc de Cazes. 

HOW MATTERS WERE COMPROMISED, 

- Loypon, Jau. 11—5:30 a. m.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of the Times writes that M. Dufaure's 
resignation was unexpected. Say’s withdrawal 
alone would not have shaken the Cabinet, but 
the resignations of Say, Dufaure, and Wallou 
would have deprived the Ministry of its 
entize Liberal element, and necessitated 
the immediate convocation of the Assembiy. 
Consequentiy a Cabinet council was immediate- 
ly called and held, under the Presidency of Mac-

The annual meeting of the Chicago Board 
of Trade last evening was not so largely at- 
tended as gome of its predecessors, but it was 
a hearty gathering, and the prevalent senti- 
ment had the right ring in it.

The speech was remark- 
able for its fire and force, and was the sen- 
sation of theday. He favored the complete 
removal of the disabilities imposed by the 
Fourteenth Amendment, excepting only Jzr- 
FERSON Davis, whose responsibility for the 
horrible gtrocities of Andersonville Prison 
was held up to view in an intense light. Of 
the seven former Republicans who voted 
with the Democrats for the Rax DAIL bill, the 
names of Gen. Banxs and Jadge Keuury 
were the most conspicuous, while Prof. 
Sr, the Massachusetts Liberal, voted 
with the Republicans against the measure. 


THE COMEDY OF MURDER. 
There wes a time when murder was a hor- 


rible crime, and the murderer an object of 
loathing and detestation. The act of killing 
a fellow-being was looked upon as a tragedy 
in real life that had ne elements of sympathy 
or hungan interest, except of pity for the 
victim and his family. The only demand 
made by the general public was that the mur- 
derer should be punished as speedily as pos- 
sible, and, in foreign countriés at least, a 
black flag hoisted upon the jail-wall an- 
nounced to the community that justice had 
been vindicated. His memory was held in 
execration and his fate was held up by the 
moral teachers asan awful warning. Of laté, 
howeter, murder has become an art, u sensd- 
tion for the gratification of depraved duriosi- 
ty, acomedy in which the crime, thé trial, 
and the execution are the three acts, the ruf. 
fian becoming a hero in the denouement. ~. 
The first act is the crime itself, which is 
very entertaining, and is speedily worked up 
intoa very gratifying ainusement. The press 
furnishes complete details, written up with 
rhapsodical rhetoric and pre-Raphaelite close 
ness of description. The illustrated papers . 
print views of all the incidents of the murder, 
—the portrait of the murderer, the housé | 
where his crime was committed, the very 
room in which it was done, the instrument 
which the murderer used, and portraits of all 
concerned. Photographs of the murderet 
find their way into the shop-windows by thé 
side of the actors and singers. Prior to ali 
these incidents in the first act of the drama 
the murderer was in all probability an ugly, 
drunken brute, unknown to the general pub» 
lic, and an object of interest only to police: 
men, police courts, and his bratal companions, 
but now he finds himself upon the high 
road to fame. His name figures conspicuously 
in the public prints. He looks with chmpla⸗ 
cency upon the wood-cut of ANDREW, Jack, 
son or Louis Narokzox which does duty for 
his ugly physiognomy. Philanthropic old 
women entertain themselves by writing sym: 
pathetic letters in his behalf, and maudlin 
young women amuse themselves by sending 
him flowers and dillet-doux. The public ig 
informed how he spends his time im the 
jail, what he eats and drinks, what bodks he 
reads, what people he meets, and what he 
says to them. Thus he comes tothe end of 
the first act, and the curtain falls upon him 
contemplating himself with a large degree of 
The second act is the trial, and it is a mud 4 
funnier act than the first, and afforls 
great amusement to the public.

This is the 
end of the funny drama, and the people who 
have derived so much entertainment wait 
impatiently for the next case, in which some 
other vulgar villain may be exalted, and they 
can again exert their abilities as connoisseurs 
in the fine-art comedy of murder. There 
may come a time, however, when this 
comedy will bea real tragedy. There are 
thinking people who do not see any amuse- 
ment in murder, snd they may some time 
fancy that the farce has gone on long enough, 
and turn it into the real old-fashioned 
\ tragedy that it used to be. 


CONFEDERATE ECONOMY. 
A mental picture of the present state of af- 
fairs at Washington shows the vaults of the 
Treasury in the background, with a choice 
array of ex-Confederates breaking many and 
yawning holes through the walls, while a few 
Northern Democrats are anxiously trying to 
putty up a few minute leaks which they think 
they have discovered in other parts of the 
self-same walls. Take care of the pennies 
and allow ex-Confederates to grab the dol- 
lars,” is the apparent motto of the party in 
power in the Honse. What they seem to 
ant todo is to carry out the programme 
sketched in the following paragraphs. 

By abolishing the office of General of the 
Army, the pay and allowance of Gen. SHEn- 
MAN can besaved. The amount thus gained, 
multiplied one-hundredth-fold, can then be 
used to compensate the owners of the hams 
consumed by the army that made that fa- 
mous march from Atlanta to the sea. A few 
more millions added to this sum would reim- 
burse the Southern States for the money 
they spent for the cannons and munitions of 
war wantonly and maliciously captured by 
SHERMAN during his campaigns. . 

SHERIDAN is, of course, an expensive lux- 
ury. By dispensing with him and his staff, a 
saving can be made that will enable the Gov- 
ernment to make up any little losses that the 
Shenandoah Valley may have suffered fron, 
his brutal persistency in fighting for thie 
Union when the inhabitants of the Vall ey 
were fighting against it. The restitution 
would require, it is true, much more mc mey 
than the stoppage of the Lieutenant-G sner- 
al's pay would save, ut the difference e an be 
made up by levying a tax on somethilig ex- 
clusively used in the North. 

Our pension-roll requires many mill jons of 
dollars every year. It supports a nu uber of 
crippled veterans who offend a fastidious 
Confederate taste by limping around on 
crutches, or wearing stumps of arms in slings, 
or lying on sick-beds, or coughing tdood from 
lungs that hold Confederate bullets. The 
repeal of all laws granting pensions to Union 
soldiers and soldiers’ widows would enable 
the House to pay the persons who crippled 
and killed our veterans for the poder and 
lead consumed in that holy work. The sale 
of a new series of bonds would enable it, 
tco, to create a new pension-list, south of 
Mason and Drxon’s line. Every person 
whose name figured on it would be obliged, 
of course, to take an oath that be or she had 
bien steadily disloyal to the United States 
during the War. 

By.scattering all the vessels in the navy, by 
pnesenting all the cannon of the army to 
Southern cities to be used as the material for 
statues of Confederate herces, by abolishing 
all the machinery of tax, collection at the 
South, by trebling the tawes of the North, by 
culting down the salaries of all non-Demo-, 
cratic members of Congres, by repealing all 
laws providing for the maintenance of the 
Diplomatic Corps, and by issuing a few 
thousand million of bonds, enough 
money cam be got to pay off the 
Confederate debt, refund the cotton-tax. 
build the Southern Pacific Railway, give 
Jerr Das an annuity of $100,000 in grate- 
ful recognition of his services, meet the crop 
of Southern claims, and pay for the emanci- 
pated slaves, except in those sovereign States 
whieh prefer to re-establish slavery. In 
these, the masters will of course be author- 
ized to catch their niggers and the niggers’ 
children born since emancipation by the aid 
and af, the expense of this great and glorious 
Union.

THE USELESS NAVY-YARDS. 

Among the projected reforms in national 
expenditures by the present House of Repre- 
seitatives is that of reducing the number of 
navy-yards, For the year ending June 30, 
1874, the total expenditures on account of the 
naval establishment was $31°000,000. Of thi:; 
sum the expenditures in the construction. 
and repairs of vessels, pay of mechanics and 
laborers at the several navy-yards, and pay of 
officers on duty at the yards, aggregated, in 
round numbers, $11,000,000. This is ex- 
clusive of the cost of materials. It is esti- 
mated that it costs the United States from 50 
to 100 per cent more to have a vessel repaired’ 
at one of the national yards than the same 
work could be done forin a private yard. 
Owing to political influences, the cost of run- 
ning a public ‘ship-yard is greatly advanced 


beyond what it would be in a well-managed 
establishment owned by private capital. 
This is well known and understood. In 
fact, the whole navy-yard system is noth- 
ing but a means for spending public 
money for political purposes. All the 
navy-yards of the United States, save, 
perhaps, that at Washington and one on the 

acific Coast, might be closed up and sold 
without the least loss to the public service 
and to the great saving of public money. 
Yet these shops for spending money are kept 
going year after year, as if the Government 
considered that it was part of its duty to dis- 
burse so many millions of dollars annually in 
the interest of certain towns and for the per- 
somal benefit of Congressmen representing 
the favored localities. The abuses of the 
navy-yard system are glaringly exhibited at 
the recurring Glections. As the elections ap- 
proach, the force of workmen in these yards 
is recruited largely; and, though it is not 
written in the contract, it is well known, in 
fact is not denied, that the whole force in 
that yard, and ‘especially the extra men intro- 
duced, are employed to vote the ticket 
of the party in power. The election 
over, the men are discharged. Now 
let us examine the financial outcome 
of such a proceeding The extra force, 
consisting of 500 men, are employed on an 
average forty-five days each at $2 a day, 


| making an expenditure of $45,000 for each 
election, and as there is am average of two 
|| elections each year, there ise direct contribu- 


tion of $90,000 from the Public Treasury to 
control the politics of the State and of the 
immedirste locality in which the navy-yard is 
located, Inu some yards the extra men em- 
ployed on the eve of an election number from 
1,000 to 4,000. The objection to the aboli- 
tion of these yards has been that if they were 
closed, then the politics of the State would 
be changed. We can imagine no better rea- 
son for closing the navy-yards than that their 
only purpose is to furnish a pretext for expend- 
ing public money to control the local polities 
of any part of the country. This navy-yard 
abuse is nothing new. It has come down to 
us from the days of Democratic rule, but we 
may add, without violating truth, that the 
Republicans have made as good use of it as 
their Democraie predecessors did in their 
day. | 

The time is propitious for abolishing the 
whole system. Congress has been dailying 
with the proposition to spend several millions 
of dollars for a new navy-yard near Philad ei- 
phia. Now is a favorable time to drop that 
job altogether. The present navy-yards are 
those at Kittery, Me., Charlestown, Maas,, 
Washington City, Philadelphia, Brooklyn, 
Pensacola, Norfolk, Mare Island, Cal., and 
the naval station at League Island, near 
Philadelphia. Of these, all may be abolished 


except, perhaps, one on the Atlantic and one » 


on the Pacific Coast, which would be ample 
for all the service required by the Govern- 
ment. 
We have a small navy, but one fully as large 
as the country requires. The whole naval 
establishment is an expensive toy,—its uses 


being in the inverse proportion to its cost. | 


It is askeleton, but a lively one, whose pow- 
ers of consumption are marvelous. It is 
ornamental, but the ornament is extravagant 
in itsexpemditure. We do not underrate the 
ability, accomplishments, patriotism and ser- 
vices of the gallant men on the naval lista, 
and we would not urge their dismissal, bat 
their restention in the public service withoat 
any diity is opposed to the general theory of 
our Gevernment. Leaving’them for the pres- 
ent without any action, there can be no legiti- 
mate reason given why most of the navy- 
yards may not be closed up, and several mill. 
ions. of dollars now spent for the mere sake 
of spending saved to the Treasury.

In the Legal News of last week is pub- 


lished a communication in which that part of 
tine will of the late Mr. H. H. TAwon creat- 
ing a trust for a ‘new charity” is consid- 
ered from a legal standpoint, and an opinion 
reached that that part of the will cannot be 
niaintained. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Tron, in 
his will, after setting a part of his estate 
apart for his wife and only child, then pro- 
vided that all the rest, residue, and ro- 
mainder of my estate” is given to certain 
persons therein named in trust, “ the same 
to be by them applied and devoted to the 
founding or endowing here, in the City of 
Chicago, upon a lasting basis, of such a char- 
itable or other institution as in their opinion, 
orin the opinion of a majority of them, is 
most needed and will do the most positive and 
enduring good and the least harm”; and he 
added to this, and provided farther, that 
if the majority of said Trustees shall be un-

The taxation and debt stated ars for 
municipal expenditures alone. These figures 
exhibit the wastefulness of Municipal Gov. 
ernments when unrestrained by constitutional 
prohibitions.

4 CHOICE GATHERING. 

The long, narrow, and uncomfortable corridors 
of the Custom-House were yesterday pretty well 
filled with tiie choice spirits of the Chicago 
whisky business, who sat around the halls and 
roows in gorgeous profusion. What with G. G. 
Russell, H. B. Miller, W. D. Cooper, Norman 
Hall, Elmer Washburn, Parker R. Mason, and 
Messrs. Eaton, Cock. Drown, Beecher, Webster, 
Matthews, Brooks, Munn, Springer, Burke, 
Hoyne, Martin, Sullivan, aud so on, ali branches 
of the industry in this city were present by dele- 
gate,and the business of making and consuming 
all kinds was thoroughly showu up. 

The business done by this crowd was leisurely 
in. character. and cousisted mainty in sitting 
upon the railings and conning over the situa- 
tion. ‘There didn’t seem to be much cdngolation 
to those gentlemen who were yet in the bilack- 
ness of doubt, andthe general idea was that 
there was little or no hope for the future. The 
day before the hanging is not a particularly fes- 
tive period for the person who is to undergo 
that process, aad vesterday waa hardly more 
cheerful to some of the group named above. Of 
course the predatory portion of the gang were

THE TRIALA. ; 

The date of this papet is the fateful “ Jan. 11,” 
for which time thé petite jury in tue United States 
District Court was eaiied for the trial ef crinuual 
causes, This asssembly has been called the whisky 
jury,” with no covert insinvation as to their habits, 
but with reference only to their business, which was 
‘understood to be the trial of the parties indicted by 
the October Grand Jury, fret, and tiose who may be 
presented by the present Grand Jury, second. It does 
not now appear, however, thet the pubiie desire for 
svorn testiinomy against whisky men will be gratified 
to-day, becaus it seems from ail indications that 
some other criminal business will be taken care of 
before the whisky men are called on to plead, It must 
be cauſ esse d. however, that the exact status of the 
cases ia a dificult matter to be precisely ascertained, 
inasmuch as the Government liw oficera aro—or ctaim 
to be—in astute of thick darkness ou the sabject. 
One gentleman said yesterday that he did nd: kuow 
whetaer the whisky cases would be taken up first or 
not; didn’t knpw whether the Gaugers wouid come up 

fore the distiilers; didnt now what distiler would 
be tried first; didn’t know wuether any would be tried 
this week or nét,—and, in short, this lawyer was in a 
phenomenal state of ignorative as to the whole mat- 
tec, the morp remarkable as being monifested 
the day before {be trials. It could not be claimed by 
the most ardent advocate of Government* secrecy that 
any harm could Come to the administration of justice 
by allowing the public the information sougiit, and it 
is equaliy idle jo say thas the gentieman asked didn’t 
know. 

It was some time ago agreed to take up the case of 
Jonathan Turner, of Sagetown, first, but that idea has 
been dropped, gud Mr. Turner was not in the city yes- 
terday. 

It noe expected by the Government officers to try 
some of the jail cases before the whisky matters, and 
that arrangement is now in force. Wuether it will be 
adhered to when tlie jury comes in this morning can- 
not be told. 

It is expected that Judge Hopkins, of Wisconsin, 
will be present to-day, and that be will shortly com- 
mence the trial of the civil cases on the District Court 
calendar. It was expected that he would occupy 
Judge Biodgett’s room for that purpose, but it has 
since been arranged that he will sit in the Circuit 
Court-room when he gets’'a jury. This arrangement 
will force the Grand Jury up stairs intothe fourth 
storys where a room haa been prepared for them. 

THE TESTIMONY TO BE ADDUCED 

against the petsons indicted in October for dealing in 
the crooked differs from that against the later of end- 
ers in being mostly documentary in character, Tue 
seizures of May, August, and October were (except 
tbe Cochrane distillery and Hutchins rectifying house) 
based on comparison of stamps snd returns which 
showed duplicating and Indis-rubber stamp business. 
This will of course detract from the general interest in 
the trials, and there will hardy be much desire to hear 
the extracts from books, stuls, and Morte com- 
pared and presented te the jury. Tae real 
interest in the cases will come up when 
the witnesses, formeriy in the business themselves, 
come on the stand. When Golsen tells what he knows 
about crooked business in Chicago the genuine ex- 
citement will begin.

THE GRAND JURY. 
TAKING IT EASY. 

If tse Grand Jury had not adjourned over 
Saturday considerable work might have been ac- 
complished, not only on that day, but yesterday 
as well. It is becoming evident that the amount 
of investigation required to reaeh the bottom of 
the whisky frauds in this city will be much great- 
er than was at first anticipated. The number of 
men who are candidates for the witness stand 
increases daily, and each day new revelations of 
crookedness are developed by the newspapers, 
until it seems as it there was absolutely no end 
to the subject. Nevertheless, in the faco of 
these ever-growing revelations, the Grand 
Jury proceeds in ite labors with e leisure 
that is more unexpected than commendable. 
Saturday the various members of the jury dis- 
persed to their respective homes in the rural 
districts, where they unanimously remained 
until Monday morning, spending the intervening 
day, no doubt, in godiv conversation, and io 
listening to the discourses of thir local pastors. 
The result of this vacation was that when the 
hour for reconvening in the Grand Jury room 
arrived not more than half a dozen members 
were in attendance. Messrs. Dexter and Burke

COLSEN. 
MR. BOYD 18 AFTER HIM. 

The Chicago representative of the New York 
Herald, in a letter printed in that paper Satar- 
day, gave credence to a rumor that Golsen had 
implicated some New York parties in his disclo- 
sures before the Grand Jury here. The Herald 
of Sunday contains the following in connection 
with the subject : 

The letter in yesterday's Herala from Chicago giving 
an account of the latest testimony adduced b fore the 
Grand Jury was the subject of very general comment 
among those interested m the wholesale liquor trade 
in New York and Brooklyn, If, as there stated, reve- 
nue Officers have been sent on to investigate implicated 
firms bere, the authorities in New York profess to 
know nothing of the fact. Whether, as stated by the 
Government informer, Golsen, in Chicago, there are 
firms in New York and Brooklyn that have profited by 
the Western illicit whisky trafic or not, cannot be de- 
termined until after investigation by the Revenue De- 
partment, Meauwhile Mr. Boyd, one of the partners 
of the firm of F. O, 7 & Co., makes an interesting 
statement in defense of his firm, and charges Golen 


with improper motives in accusing them, This state- ) 


ment is contained in the following interview : 

Reporter—Mr, Boyd, you have doubtless read in the 
Herald the charges of the Government informer, Gol- 
sen, in Chicago, that you had purchased illicit whisky 
through bim? 

Mr. Boyd— These accusations are utterly false. 

Reporter Will you state how you happen to be thus 
accused ? 

Mr. Boyd—This man Golsen has made the statement. 
that he had an understanding with F. O. Boyd & Co., 
by which they agreed to buy his * crooxed” whisky 
at 20 cents a galion leas than market price. That is 
false. We never bought any whisky from him. He 
states bere in the Heraid that he sent us 350 barrels of 
illicit highwines last spring. That is false. He 
shipped us no highwines whatever iast spring, and we 
had no transaction with him such as he states at that 
time, and we know of none of his goods having been 
put on board of a transportin the harbor.” He states 
here that we have bought a vast deal of “crooked” 
whisky, knowing that it was “ crooked,” from other 
dealers in St. Louis, Chicago; and other cities, This is 
not true. We have hed no transactions whatever in 
St. Louis for, the past three years. We do not pur- 
chase whisky at all, our business being exclusively 
that of receiving distilled spirits on commismon, and 
selling it for account of the ownera, It is also stated 
in the letter in the Herald that our firm and several 
others af nearly equal standing have kept two sets of 
buoks, one for the revenue officers and the other for 
their customers, This is not true in our case, as bas 
ofteh been proved through the Government officers, 
who have made frequent examinations during the t 
year. The law requires that a transcript of the — 
ermnent book required to be kept by ali wholesale 
dealers, and in which they are obliged to maks entries 
of their daily receipts and celiverica, shall be taken 
once a month by revenue officers, By comparison 
with the distilier’s books, any discrepancy would read- 
ity be detected, The othcers come usually from the 
lst to the 10th of the month, but they ooccasionaliy 
come in at otuer times. It would be an impossibihty 
to keep a second book of this sort without detection, 

Reporter—Do you believe any leading firms keep, as 
stated, a double set of these books 7 

Mr. Boyd—No; because such an attempt would cer- 
tainly be detected. 

Reporter—Can you explain Golsen’s reasons for mak - 
ing such assertions about you? 

Mr. Boyd—Golsen was a member of the firm of Gol- 
sen & Eastman in Chicego up to last May, when he was 
seized for fraud on the revenue, We have aouve busi- 
ness with the firm during the past two years, mainly 
iu alcohol, which we received from them on consign- 
ment, and sold in this market for their acoount. When 
we closed our business with them in June, 1875, they 
owed us a balance of $2,200, which they stated they 
were unable to pay in consequence of the seizure of 
their property by the Government. We threatened to 
sue them, aud also tried to get possession of some 
notes of theirs held by a Chicago bank, but were un- 
able to do so, the bank requiring all tue property they 
held to indemnify themselves, Golsen learned of our 
application to tue bank from the Cashier, and was 
very angry at wuat be was pleased to consider an 
attack upon his credit, and said he would have Lis re- 
venge. 

Now for another reason. During the past ten years 
my bud@pess cas been with the West largely. I have 
received from illinois and Onio from 50,000 to 55. 
barrels of distilled spirits every year. For the past 
three years our business har been very much inter- 
fered with by illicit whisky. Tuis was as well known 
totheiticit distilers as to myeef, and they naturally 
suspected that I had something to do with the efforts 
that were being made to break up the contraband 
trade. Here isa letter signed by tais same William 
Goilsen, written in the spriug of 1574 te a dealer in this 
city (showing the writer the letter signed Willian Gol 
sen), in which he directly charges me with having re- 
ported him tothe Treasury Department at Washing- 
ton as dealing in illicit spirits, in consequence of 
which, he adda, the Department had ordered an inves- 
tigation of his oke. Goben was in error. I did not 
report him} others did, and the consequence was that 
bis books Were examined and found not correct, as he 
aimed they Would be, but wholly incorrect, aad the 
result of the investigation was the seizure of hia estab- 
lishment in the spring of 1873. After the seizure he 
wrote another letter, which I have seen, in which he 
states that he had positive information that I was the 
cause of this seizure, and thai be was bound to have 
his revenge before he died. Hence his statements 
about me aud bis evidence before the Grand Jury, 

We have telegraphed to-day to the District-Attorney 
at Chicago asking that a revenue ofiicer be sent here to 
investigate Golsen’s alleged transactions with us, and 
we are ready to place our books and clerks at hia dis- 
posal, Such an investigation will sbow that Guilsen’s 
assertions are utterly fuise,and that cli our traneations 
with his firm have been in strict accord with the law. 

In conclusion, I may tell you that I entirely agree 
with the general opinion expressed of him im the Um- 
cago papers, They say he is “ @ great Har, a consum- 
mate rascal, and a pliant tool of the King.“ 

Reporter—In your opinion, Mr. Boyd, has any con- 
siderable quantity of illicit whisky come on to New 
York — from the West, as stated in this 
letter? 

Mr. Boyd—Ie no doubt a good deal of Dlicit whisky 
came on here, but in such a way as to place it beyond 
the power of the Government to seize it, fur it bore ail 
the stamps and brands required by the law. 

Reporter—How could thia have occurred ? 

Mr. Boyd—It cou d only have occurred by cellasion 
with the Goverument officers at the aistileries out 
West. This hes been shown in the recent trials in St. 
Louis. The brands and stamp are the ouly evidences 
we have that whisky bas paid the tax. 

If the interviewed party, Mr. Boyd, really means to 
make the assertion that ft is im,os«sible for a rectifier 
to keep two seta of books, he is too innocent for this 
world, It has bann done right along by Chicago 
firm. P

Iu 
the ten years last past the State Treasury has 
received of the peoples money $132,087, 048.43. 
The State's finances bave io that time been so 
managed that a State debt of $51,535,082 in 1866 
is now reduced to $14,747,302. But municipal 
finances have in the same time been #0 ed 
that local debts, which in 1866 barely excee 
8 have now come to exceed 25, 000, 


The revenues of the United States in the year 
1875. from customs and internal revenue, were 
$155,815,539.39, gold, and $114.864,798.12, cur- 
rency, or, the gold being converted into cufrepcy 
at an average of 114 for gold, an aggregate of 
$292,496,512.58, currency. The proportion of 
this tax ultimately borne by the people of the 
State of New York, fairly estimated as one- 
eighth of the whole, would be $37,312,064.

OHIO. 
GOV. HAYES’ INAUGURAL. 


Cotumeave, O., Jan. 10.—The inaugurstion of 
R. B. Hayes as Governor occurred to-day in the 
State Capitol, in the presence of a vast crowd af 
spectators from ali parts of Ohio. Military com- 
panies were present from Cleveland, Springfield, 
and Columbus, and brass bands from a number 
of points. The street-procession was a very a6 
tractive ane. At 2:30 p. m., the Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor, accompanied by the Go. 
ernor and Lieutenant-Governor elect, accom- 
panied by legisiative committees, appeared in 
the rotundaof the State-House, where both 
branches of the General Assembly, State officers, 
aod citizens, had assembled. After prayer, 
Gov. Allen, without any formal speech, present- 
ed Gen. Hayes to the audience, who then took 
the oath and delivered bis 

INAUGURAL ADDRESS, 
of which the following is a very fall abstract’: 

The Governor called the attention of the 
General Assembiy to the large increase of local 
taxation and indebtednesa, found mainly in 
cities and large towus. He remarked that thu 
is certainly a great evil. How to govern cities 
well, consistently with the principles and methods 
of popular government, is one of the most im 
— and diſheult problems of our time. 

rotligate expenditures is the fruitfai cause of 
municipal misgovernment. If means can be 
foaud which will keep municipal expenses from 
largely exceeding public necessities, ite adoption 
will go far toward securing honesty and efficien- 
cy in city affairs. In cities large debts aud bad 
government go together. 

The Governor cailed attention to the state- 
ment, the salient points in which are that iu 
four years the rate of municipal taxation has in- 
creased almost 25 percent. The total amount of 
municipal taxes has increased over 37 per cent, 
and municipal iodebtedness has increased about 
190 per cent, or more than $13,500,000. Iu view 
of these figures, the Governor declares that be 
does not think that experience justities the ex- 
pectation that an adequate remedy for these 
evils is fouod in the laws as they exist. He 
thinks tha: on the subject of local indebiedness 
the General Assembiy shoula apply the prin- 
ciples of the State Conatitution on the subject of 
State ind On this subject he 
says tt is not enough to require in every grant 
of special authority to incur debt as a condition 
precedent that tae people interested shall ap- 
prove it by their votes. It is well known bow 
easy such elections are carried under the in- 
fluence of local excitement and loca! rivalries. 
If the rule of the State Constitution, which for- 
bids all debts except in specified emergencies, 
is deemed too stringent to be applied to local 
affairs, the Legislature should at least a- 
company the authority to contract a debt with 
an imperative requirement that a tax sufficient to 
pay off the indebtedness iu brief shall be im- 
mediately levied, and thus compel every citizen 
who votes toincrease debts to vote at the same time 
for an immediate increase of taxes sufficient to 
— them. The wisdom of the poliov long 
since adopted by placiug a judicious limitation 
on the power of municipal autnorities to levy 
taxes, has been vindicated by experience. It 
must, however, ultimately fail to accomplish its 
object, uf increase of municipal indebtedness is 
allo to go on. Tv authorye a town to con- 
tract A debt where the expeuditures already re- 
quire taxation up to the limit allowed by law, 
is, iu it&uecessary effect, tantamount to an ap- 
peal of the Jimitation. 

An important part of our constitutional pro- 
visions whieh have been so successful in State 
finances is the section which requires the crea- 
tion of a sinking fund and annual payment of 
a constantiv increasing sum on the principal of 
the State debt. Let a requirement analogous to 
this be enacted in regard to existing local in- 
debtedness. Leta judicious limitation of the 
rate of taxation which the iocai authorities may 
levy be strictly adbered to, and allow noe 
further indebtedoess to be contracted, ex+ 
cept in conformity with these priuciples, 
aod we may, I believe, confidently expect 
that within a few years the burdensof debt now 


resting on the cities and towns of the State will 


disappear, and that other wholesome aod much 
needed reformsin the whole admiuvistration of 
our municipal government will of necessity fol- 
low the adoption of what may be called the cash 
system in local affairs. 

The Governor recommends proper care and 
support of the State penal and beneva 
leut institations, the creation of a State 
Board of Charities, and an investigation to 
determine whether there are not some State 
oftices that ean without aetyiment be abolished. 
He also recommends concurrence in what Gov. 
Allen suggested relative to the Centennial ail 
and a short session of the General Assembly. 

Members of the General Assembly then pro- 
ceeded to the Senate Chamber, where the oath 
of office was administered to Lieut.-Gov.-elect 
Young. After the ceremonies, Gov. Haves hold 
a public reception inthe Kxecutive Chamber, 
whieh was largely attended.

CONDITION OF THE NEW YORK NATIONAL BANKS, 

The New York Clearing-House publishes a summary 
of the reporta of the New York National Banks of 
their condition Dec, 17, 1875, There has been, within 
three months, a reduction of $653,000 in capital, on 
account of the discouragements to which banking in 
New York is subject beyond any other important city 
in the country, There bas been an increase of nearly 
ats in the circulation, probably from the 
pdeemed notes, to meet the usual fall de- 
the West for currency. The deposits show 
‘ease of $23,000,000. In the amount due 
uk there has been a reduction of 56, 00, 
090, caused by the withdrawal of country-bank bal- 
ances; and the loans and discounts have declined 
$15,100,000; the total of the two last items being about 
sufficient to account for the reduction in the deposits, 
The loans, on the 17th of December, amounted to only 
$231, 200,000 3 which is $26,009,000 less than the amount 
on the 20th Gf December, 1373, when the banks had 
not completely emancipated themselves from the tem- 
porary expedients rendered necessary by the panic,

In the London market foreign securities are dull 
and beavy from very natural causes. The unsettled

ances in trade circles resulting from commercial 
changes, all are more or less affecting prices and chill- 
ing the confidence with which investors at this sgason 
‘of the year usually regard various securities. There 
is s plethora of money both here and in France, and, 
with certain exceptions, capitalists are indisposed to 
make ventures which in the not distant future may 
end in loss. United States Government bonds con- 
tinue in fair demand, although somewhat irregular 
and sympathetic with the remainder of the market. 
From present indications they will probably command 
greater confidence during the pending year than any 
other foreign éecurities, Indeed, it is said that they 
will be the only foreign investment in supreme’ favor, 
Concerning American railway bonds, it is worthy of 
record that the prejudice engendered by misfortune 
at home and by defaults on this side of 
the Atlantic is apparently rapidly disap 
pearing. The number of purchasers is un- 
usually large, especially in what are recognized as 
first-class securities, and the English press is generally 
recognizing the fact that, concerning them, the safety 
of the investor is assured, Hence, this fact being rec-

“THE TALISMAN.” 


The second week’s performances of the En- | 


glish Opera Troupe commenced last evening 
with the representation for the first time in this 
city of Balfe’s posthumous opera, “The Talis- 
man.” -As the work is entirely new here, scarcely 
any of its numbers, in sleet-form even, having 
preceded it, an analysis of it will be of interest. 
The score was left unfinished at the time of 
Balfe’s death, and was completed by Sir Michael 


Costa and G. A. Macfarren for the Itallan stage, 


for which Balfe had intended it. It was first 
produced at Drury Lane Theatre, London, in 
the summer season of 1874, with Nilsson, 
Marie Roze, Campanini, Rota, Catalani, 
and Campobello in the cast, and made 
@ remarkable success. The story is taken 
from Walter Scott's Talisman,“ and follows 
the original very faithfully. The substance of it 
is as follows: The first act opensin the desert, 
and after a chorus of Arab soldiers, engaged in 
burnishing tbeir arms, Sir Kenneth (Mr. Maas) 
enters with the Emir (Mr. Hamilton), as euvoy 
from the Princes of the Crusade to Queen Beren- 
garia — Beaumont) and Edith Plantagenet 
(Miss Kellogg), who bave retired to a hermits 
chapel for their devotions. Le discovers Eduh, 
with whom he is in love, as sho passes him in 
the chapel procession, and she drops @ rosebud 
at bis feet. Upon bis return, Richard Caur de 
Leon (Carleton) jeatns of his love and warns 
him not to love one whose station is so far above 
him. At that moment Le Vaz (Nichols) ap- 
pears and informs the King that the flag of Aus- 
tria bas been laced by the side 
of the ag.

So much for the etory,which closely follows the love 
narrative of the Talisman,” withont making any 
use of its other incidents, Before noticing the per- 
formance of the opera, a brief sketch of its music will 
be of interest, The overture is very brief, commenc- 
ing witha fourth of trumpets and drums, after 
which two themes are introduced, the Prayer of Rich- 
ard the Martial War Song, which are subsequently 
sung in tho second act, followed by a sec- 
ond and final fanfare of the trumpets. 
The first act opems with a chorus of Arab soldiers, 
which is very effective, although by no means involved 
in barmony, closing with the “*tambourgi” or Ori- 
ental rataplan, A few measures of recitation between 
the Land Sir Kenneta tead to s pretty duet for 
them (‘Golden Lovelocks Flosting”), The second 
scene opens with a calm anil simple, but very sweet, 
miclody in the form of a prayer fur dy, interrupted 
by the presence of a nun bearing a letter, and then re-

reeds, Aectabanus enters, and after a quick, joy- 
ous movement (“ My Fond Thoughts by Day”) the

Who Shall Sing the Rapture ), 
written in the genuine Italian style,—for Balfe wrote 
for the Italians and was known in italy long before he 
Was m Hugland, It will remind one very forcibly of 
me numbers in “ Lucia,” in its general treatment. 
The reproval scene follows, in which the orgem music 
of the fires act reappears, followed by a terzetto (Le 
Vaux, Richard, and Aenneth), and leading to a stirr- 
ing concerted piece for full chorus, representing the 
quarrel among the Buglish and Austrian crusaders, 

8 the chorus dies away, it ig followed by two superb 
numbers for “iwhard,—a« prayer (“ Monarch of All’), 
and a very powerful and  spirifed war 
song (“On, Valiant Squires ), with chorus, The third 
scehe opens with a Leautiful melody, exquisitely ac- 
colmmpanied (“ On Balmy Wings of Night Breeze ), for 
Sw Aenneth, which will probably have as many ad- 
mirers as his closing song iu the first act. The scene 
closes with a long duet between Kenneth dnd Jecta- 
banus; and ihe fourth scene (third act, as it was 

iven last evening) opens with a very pretty chorus of 

emale voices (“ Hours and Hours Roll Swiftly On )), 

which leads to a very quaint and characteristic melody 
for Berengar (“ Beneath a Portal Twined with Ivy 
Leaves”), which is immediately followed by a very 
sweet melody for Hadith, in which she recites the le- 
gend of the Lady Eveleen, but in place of which Miss 
Kellogg interpolates a song. ‘The remainder of the act 
is very dramatic, und upon the scale of grand opera, 
and contains some of the finest music Balfe has ever 
written, A powerfal duet between Aenneth and Edith 
leads iamedtutely to the finale, whichis broadly and 
grund y worked up kg quintette and full chorus in the 
genuine Italian stylg, und very freely modeled after 
Meyerbeer. a 

The last act is brief. The first scene is occupied 
with a scene for ear and De Vaux, ands terzetto 
(Uiichard, Edith, and Berengaria), closing with a light 
molody for Edu (** Radiant Splendors ). The second 
and last scene opens with a grand military march ahd 
very lively drinking chorus, after which Kevnneth’s 
first act aria returns again, in which Aduaé also joins, 
and the curtain falls upon a general chorus viva, com- 
bined with the march again, as the crusaders set oif 
towards the sea to return to England, 

in uus general character the music has few sueges- 
tions of Balfa, as he is known by his lighter operas, 
Toe melodies, as a rule, are very graceful and happy in 
sentiment. ‘Tue general effects are very dramatic and 
highiy eolored, The vocal parts are well placed for 
the voice, but the instrumental features are the best 
parts.of the work, Tley are very freely instrumented, 
aud show immense progress over such works as the 
Bohemian Girl” and other operas of bis earlier pe- 
riod. Ine Talisman,” however, is not so original a 
work as his lighter English operas, It is impossible 
not to feel the influence of other composers, especially 
Meyerbeer, and at times of Wagner, where he 
has subjected: the musical to the dramatic 
requirements, We doubt if the audience was very 
strongly impressed with it, At least 1t recefved it very 
coldly, until the third act (the scene in the Queen's 
Pavillon), when Miss Beaumont aroused very general 
enthusiaem, which was refewed upon Mes Kellogg's 
appearance, and culminated in quite a tempest of ap- 
plause over the very effective finale, The perform-

M'VICKER’S THEATRE. 
In adapting the history of Henry V. for the stage 
Shaks; care was impressed with the disproportion of 
the theme to the slender resources of the theatre in 


should unite epic dignity with dramatic flexibility. 
It was necessary that the achievements of Henry v., 
which in Shakspeare’s day were houschold words, 
should be not merely related, but portrayed, The 
playwright in those days could place little dependence 
upon stage-furnitare, The art of the scene-painter 
wus scarcely developed at ail, and the drama itself 
was so young that the most ordinary properties of the 
modern stage were unheard of. Shakspeare was so 
conscious rf the inadequate treatment the 
subject must receive his theatre that 
he introduced a chorus at the ojening of 
each act, to whom was confided the duty of supplying 
miseing historical ‘links and begging indulgence for 
the imporfections of the whole. 

There is still need of the chorus in the represenfa- 
tion cf the play which is now being’given at McVick- 
er’s Theatre, but we do not doubt that the advance in 
the capacities of the stage noted in it would astonish 
Shakspeare himeelf or any of his contemporaries, 
The play in its present shape is a pageant, It has been 
rather radely worked over into an acting edition, At- 
tention has always been paid to scenic effects rather 
than to dramatic possibilities, Many of the dialogues 
are curiously patched together, and some 
of the moss beautiful passages aro merci- 
lonely cut.

Secretary Dewis presented the following:

The Rev. Mr. Wells re- 
ported from the committee to whom the matter 
had been referred, negatively to a change in 
the overture. A discussion followed. 

The question was, Shall Chap. XII., Sec. 2, of 
the a ef goverument be so amended as to 
read: 

The General Assembly thall consist of 
delegation of Bishops and Elders from each 
the iollowing proportions, viz,: Each Syn 
ing of not more thao fifty ministers shall send one 
roinister and one elder; and each Synod consisting of 
more than fifty ministers shall send two ministers 
and two elders; and in like proportion forany fifty 
ministers in any Synod; and these delegates 80 ap- 
pointed shall be styled *“*Commissioners to the Gen- 
eral Assembly.” 

Also, shall Chap, XXII., Sec. 1, be so amend- 
ed as to read: 

The Commissioners to he General Assembly shall 
always be appointed by the Synod from which they 
come at the meeting next preceding the meeting of the 
General Assembiy; and, as much as ble to prevent 
all failure in representation of the Synod, it fs expe- 
dient for each 8 „in the room of each Commis- 
siouer, to appoint also an aiternate Commissioner to 
supply huis place in case of necessary absence, 

And, in Bec. 2, shall the word * Presbytery,” 
wherever it occurs, be changed to the word 
“Swvnod 7? — 

The matter was discussed at great length. Dr. 
Patterson was asked to explain his views, but he 
had not time to stay. The Rev. Messrs. 
Blackburn and McCloeod respectively advocated 
aud opposed the movement, the Rev. Mr. Black- 
burn holding that all reforms had met with 5 
position, but thought that this matter would 
mako a wholesome change in Presbyterian 
representation. Tne Rey. Mr. Mocleod held 
that it would prove unfair, and, by a little wire- 
pulling, log-rolling, and coalition, some of the 
Presbyteries of other Dioceses might be excluded. 

Dr. Trowbridge thought the matter should be 
postponed to the spring meeting, and so moved, 

Dr. Burrell was opposed to a postponement, 
and thought the matter should be settled at 
once, as he presumed all were as ready as ever 
they would be, and their minds were made up. 

Another discussion followed on the matter of 
postponement, some favoring an adjourament 
till the afternoon, it being then near 1. 

The further discussion of the whole question 
was postponed until the meeting to be held in 
April ia the Westminster Presbyterian Church, 
corner of West Jackson and Peoria streets.

RAILROAD NEWS 


DISCRIMINATIONS. 

The Board of Trade Committee on Railroad 
Discrimivations met again yesterday morning at 
half-past 9 o'clock, pursuant to adjournment, 
Mr. E. D. Stevens in the chair, and Mr. W. T. 
Parker acting as Secretary. 

The Secretary stated that he bad sent an invi- 
tation to Mr. H. ©. Wicker, General Freight 
Agent of the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad, 
but had not yet received an answer. 

Mr. Montague, of the firm of C. H. Dump & 
Co., appeared before the Committee, and laid 
before it a number of instances where bis house 
had lost large sales ou account of the unjust dis- 
crimination in freight-rates made against this 
city. A prominent Minnesota shipper refused 
ship with them any longer because be could g 

a rebate of 15 per cent by shipping via Mil- 
waukee. This discrimination cut tifem entire) | 
out. Another shipper wrote them that he b 
a regular rebate of 10 cenve per barrel, and got 
the money by handing in the bill to the raiiroad 
company oa the Ist of each month. A pers 
living pear the dividing line of Illinois and Wis- 
consin wanted to ship with them a. large lot of 
flour, but demaaded the regular rebate of 10 
cents per barrel. He bad seen several railroad 
officials in regard to this matter. They gave 
bim to understand thatif the point was in Wis- 
cousin he could get the rebate, but not if it was 
in Illinois. As the place was in IIlinois just 
close to the dividing line, he did not get the re- 
bate, and hence lost the business. 

Mr. J. . Ramsey, of the firm of Ru & 
Walker, gave instauces where his house had loss 
large sales on accouns of this unjust discrimina- 
tion. Formerly they used to get large consign- 
ments from Davenport, Isa, sad 
west of it. Now they could not get 
trade from those pointe, as the flour from 
there was taken to Milwaukee at the same rates 
as to Chicago. The orders from mer- 
chants now went direct to those pointe, end they 
ordered their prodacts to be shipped via Milwau- 
kee, or by the Southern lines, because the rates 
were so much lover than from Chicago.

To the Editor ef The Chicago Tribune; 

Cimcaao, Jan. 10.—While the subjectof cheap 
transportation and discriminating rates of 
freight is under consideration by the Cummittee 
of the Board of Trade would it not be well for 
them to consider some of the causes, and seek 
some remedies outside of the existing line of 
roads? That there is great injustice dye our 
city no one doubts, as the shipping of fhurfrom 
Milwaukee to New York through this rity ata 
less rate than it can be shipped from bee full 
demonstrates. While the rates of freigit from 
most of the points in Minnesota are the same te 
either Chicago or Milwaukee, the latter city can 
pay 10 to 15 cents more a barrel for flour thas 
Chicago can. It this state of trade is to be al- 
lowed to exist for any great length of time we 
can close our warehouses and move our office te 
the more favored points. 

There must be some remedy found tha will 
put an end to this state of facts. While the 
principal railroads running to and from thé city 
are owned and controlled by men who hwe no 
direct interest here, only to make us pay tribute 
to them, we must seek some other changzis of 
transportation, and the most feasible ani least 
expensive is a system of narrow-gauge ralroads 
built and owned by our own people, and under 
the general law of this State, which can be 
made to govern their rates and coutrolall dis- 
crimination and forbid consolidation & com- 

,peung lines. IX.

The Council Committee on Gas met yesterday 
afternoon. Present, Aid. Jonas, Clark, Quirk, 
Warren, and Hildreth. 

Ald. Jonas said that there was a man by the 
name of Parsons who had a patent gas-buruer 
which he wanted the city to adopt, and to reach 
this result he had oontinually annoyed him. 
The man had claimed that the city would save 
fully $80,000 125 year by the use of the patent, 
which he had agreed to furnish for all lamp- 
posts in the city free of cost, and his remy- 
neration was to be only one-half of the say- 
ing of gas. He claimed for the invention, as 
good a light, mote evenly given, so that after 
business hours, when the pressure of gas be- 
came greater, no waste would ensue. If it saved 
the city nothing, of course ho was to get noth- 


ing. : 

The Committee favored economy and were 
willing to give the man a chance, bit as another 
person had applied for the same privilege the 
matter was laid over for a week, when the men 
will be present aod can havo a chance to expa- 
tiate upon the good qualities of their inventious 
and give proofs of their usefuiness. 

A proposition for the erection of lamps and 
lamp-posts, for caring for the same, aod fof re- 
erecting them at notice, for $35 3 year, was 
received from John Gair, and action postponed 
for one mouth, as was the resolution offered by 
Ald. White, providing that the Globe Gas-Light Investment in Commercial Build- 
Company furoish estimates of the cost per lamp WOR, 200 c goepapesapquccocsesaees 
for one year. ; 

The resciution introduced by Ald. Quirk, to 
the effect that the Gas Committee prepare an 
ordinance goveruing the times of lighting and 
extinguishiog the street-lamps, was favorably 
received, and will be acted upon. In connection 
with the resolution, Ald. Quirk remarked 
that much loss was experienced from im- 
proper management in tue matter, and that 
there was no need of having the gas .burning 
from 4 or 5 o'clock in the afiernoon till after 7 
in the moroing, as was the case in some dis- 
tricts. 

Ald. Campbell’s resolution providing for more 
lamps on McGrath street was temporarily post- 
poned, as the Committee conid not act in the 
matter inthe face of the opinion given not long 
ago by Mr. Francis Adams, that contract for th 
iamps could not be made unless an appropriatida 
were previously made to méet the expense. 

The report of Comptroller Hayes on the Globe 
Gas-Ligut Company matter was placed on file 
without remarks. 

Ihe three gas ordinances were discussed, and, 
though part of the Committee preferred im- 
mediate action, were referred, without recom- 


tween them for securing reasonably cheap transporta- 
tion during winter, and rather look to our lakes and 
rivers, the Erie Ganal, the New York Central Railroad

Attecting Scene in a Deaf Mute School. 

Norwich (Conn.) Bulletin, 

A veantifal incident is related to us which oo- 
curred only a few days ago, in the Home Schoo! 
to teach mutes articulation and lip-reading, at 
Mystic River. Miss P., an interesting graduate 
of one of the oldest institutions for the educa- 
tion of deaf mutes, having a desire to learu to 
speak and to read the ubs of ber speaking 
friends, was recommended by her old principal 
to try Mr. Whipple's school; and she entered it 
last term. She made rapid progress, and was 
much aided by the natural alphabet, the in- 
vention of her teacher. This alphabet curiously 
suggests sound, or the right position 
of the organs to utter sound. as wel 
as form; and, whenever a mute pupil can read 
and write it, he or she can generally give any of 
the forty sounds of our difticult lan e with 
great precision and discrimination, an4 often 
with remarkable correctness. This young lady 
filled with enthusiasm at every step, mastered 
the alphabet with kittie difficulty, and one day 
came to ber teacher with something written on 
her slate, which she asked bim to correct, 
her mind being agitated with emotion. It 
proved to be the Lord's Prayer, put into the 
language of articulation. Perceiving ber 
agitation, the teacher could scarce restrain his 
own tears as he corrected à few unimportant 
errors of pronunciation, aud delicately returned 
it. The next morning the lady came exultingly 
to her teacher, exclaiming : I prayed last night 
for the first ume io my life with my voice; aad 
neither of them could restrain their emotions. 
He ventured to ask her if she had ever prayed 
before. *‘Ob, yes; I have “iought mv prayers, 
bat 1 never spoxe them before.” +My hips 
shall praise Thee, O God;“ Attend to the 
voice of my supplications.
